duty.

responsible for the most famous 
April Fool hoaxes. In 1832 a Lon­ 
don newspaper ran an advertise­ 
ment announcing that the govern­ 
ment was paying fancy prices for 
cats, and instructing cat owners 
to bring their animals to the ad­ 
dress of a prominent government 
official on the following day, which 
was April I. It is said that nearly 
a thousand cats were delivered to 
the unfortunate householder be­ 
fore the day waa over. 
A Berlin newspaper around the 
turn of the century printed a sen­ 
sational story about the robbery 
of the Washington mint, complete 
with descriptions of the tunnel the 
mythical bandits supposedly con­ 
structed under the Potomac and 


bank. 
Morgan told his secretary 
to get that telephone number and 
was enraged when he found he 
was talking with the city morgue. 
It was always suspected that 
one of the newspaper reporters, 
who were covering the offices of 
J. P. 
Morgan and company at 
that time, was the guilty party. 
Just how and when April Fool’s 
Day originated remains a mys­ 
tery. All we know is that it orig­ 
inated thousands of years ago and 
its observation has since spread 
almost 
completely 
around 
t h e 
world. 
The best guess is that it orig­ 
inated in ancient India or Rome. 
Certainly, the practice of playing 
Jokes on April I dates back to 
time Immemorial. 
We do know that in ancient 
India, at the feast of Hull held In 
the spring, it was the custom of 
nome Hindus to persuade other 
Hindus to go in search of hens* 
teeth, pigeon’s milk, or whatever 
else the Hindu jokers could think 
of.

These circulars stated that the 
city had decided to dispose of all 
its benches in Central Park, and 
that all persona, especially chil­ 
dren, could have aa many as they 
wished lf they would carry them 
away the following day, which 
just happened to be April I. 
Early that day a great army ef 
children 
from

New York Q ty descended upon 
Central Park and began hauling

You will find this comment on 
April Fool's Day in a calendar 
published In 1760:

R E D P L A N E O UTPUT 
ESTIMATE BY THE magazine Aviation 
Age that Russia has 85 aircraft factories 
and 28 engine plants acd produced 22,000 
airplanes last year may be as good a guess 
as any. 
The United States, with much greater 
aircraft producing potential than Russia, j 
produced only 5,000 planes last year. An I 
indication of this country’s potential is the 
record made in World War II. Production 
w as boosted from 6.000 military aircraft in 
1940 to 96,000 in 
1944, 
an 
achievement 
which astounded the world. 
Aircraft today is much more complicat­ 
ed and costly to produce than in W o r l d 
War II. Employment in plane and engine 
plants is expected to level off at 750,000. 
The object is to m ass produce planes su­ 
perior to anything Russia has. 
At what 
m oment planning will reach the point that 
m ass production will start is not clear. 


A number of very distinguished Ameri­ 
cans have organized a sponsoring commit­ 
tee “To com m em orate the Thirty-Fifth An­ 
niversary of the Russian Democratic Rev­ 
olution” (March 12, 1917). 
No democratic revolution occurred in 
Russia on any such date or ever. It is as­ 
tonishing 
how 
a 
committee containing 
some of the best names in America can b t 
pulled together by someone to com m em or­ 
ate something that never happened. 
The Russian Revolution started with a 
palace uprising, following strikes and riots 
jo St. 
Petersburg 
(now Leningrad) on 
March 8, 1917. On March 12, a provisional 
government was established headed by 
Prince Lvov, who was a bridge between 
the old regime and tile middle class groups 
‘hat took office. Among them were Prof. 
Paul Miliukov and Alexander Kerensky, 
the only democrats in the group. 
There was no elected government, no na­ 
tionwide expression of the people. When 
the Tzar abdicated on March 15, it was not 
to this government, but to his brother. 
Michael, who recognized the provisional 
government and quit. 
The Lvov government only lasted until 
July 20. when Kerensky took over. I arriv­ 
ed in Petrograd (Leningrad) shortly after 
this event and can say that never, at any 
time, did the Russian people have a gov­ 
ernment of their own choice, nor that a 
Russian government sitting in the capital 
had any widespread popular approval. De­ 
mocracy never arrived. 
The Kerensky government, which came 
into existence on July 20, was for all prac­ 
tical purposes dead by September 9^, when 
General Kornilov attacked it on the right 
and while Lenin and Trozky were under­ 
mining it on the left. On November 6. the 
Kerensky government fell and the Commu­ 
nists (Bolsheviks) took over. They, an anti­ 
democratic party, have remained in power 
since then. 
The purpose of all the great names who 
signed the call for the celebration of a 
Russian Democratic Revolution was to im­ 
press the Russians, who will never know 
about it, tnat “ We hold the profound con­ 
viction that in spite of every difficulty you, 
like all who have ever tasted freedom, will 
find the way to regain it—so that a liber­ 
ated Russia may assum e her normal place 
rn the international community and that 
the liberated Russian peoples m ay again 
m ake their great contribution to the wel­ 
fare and happiness of m a n k in d " 
This is sheer historic bunk. The Russian 
people have never tasted freedom. For a 
thousand vears before Lenin, and s i n c e 
him, they never tasted freedom. During 
the eight months between the abdication of 
tile Tzar arid the dictatorship of Lenin and 
Trotzkv they tasted no freedom. 
During 
that period they knew only chaos and 
hunger. 
Alexander Kerensky might have done 
well had there been no war, no deserting 
soldiers, no opposing monarchists, no in­ 
filtrating Bolsheviks. But these forces did

DIET AND HEALTH 


Diagnosing Tumor of Kidney 


By HIRMAN N. IUNDISIN, M D. 


MODERN m ethod! of diagnose 
and surgery are proving th a t 
m any people w ith kidney tum ori 
can be saved and perm anently 
cured. 
T here are two m ain types of 
kidney tum or—those occurring 
In children, and those occurring 
in adults. A tum or can occur a t 
any age, but It usually appear* 
in people past 40. 
In the adult, the first sym ptom 
to appear usually ii blood In the 
urine Along with this, the person 
m ay feel pain in th e back and 
abdom en on the side of the 
affected kidney, and he 
m ay 
notice a swelling In thin area. 


Various Causes 
Since there are various possible 
causes for blood in the urine, a 
m ore com plete exam ination Is 
needed to tell w hether or not It 
comes from a tum or. 
An exact diagnosis is usually 
m ade by X -rays. A dye c o n tain ­ 
ing iodine is first injected into a 
vein. W hile this dye is being ex ­ 
creted by the kidney, a series of 
X -ray pictures is taken of th e 
organ. A picture of a greatly dis­ 
torted kidney, as revealed by the 
dye, Is proof of a tum or In m ost 
eases. 
A more exact diagnosis as to

Usually, the best treatm en t for 
a kidney tum or is to remove the 
whole kidney by a surgical opera­ 
tion. 
Tumors Tend to Spread 
Sometimes, X -rays before an 
operation help prevent the tum or 
from 
spreading. 
Newer 
tech­ 
niques In perform ing this type of 
surgery have shown th a t such 
tum ors tend to spread to the a r­ 
teries and veins leading from the 
kidney, and to grow Into them . 
In such cases, The m odem su r­ 
geon removes these arteries and 
veins, as well as the organ itself. 
Never neglect such a sym ptom 
a* blood in the urine. Consult 
your doctor at once, so th a t he 
jean take the necessary steps to 
find the cause and Im m ediately 
begin treatm ent.

This is the story of a little red- 
w lute and blue lapel tag inscribed 
“ I W.i\c Voted! Have 
You?” 
It 
was mentioned in several columns 
written earlier this year discussing 
a get-out-the vote project develop­ 
ed in the Harding College Freedom 
Forum ft 
One el the suggestions in the 
project was that every comm un­ 
ity in America use the little tags 
for tagging 
voters on election 
days throughout 1952—as a stim ­ 
ulator to get people vote 
con­ 
scious. 
Our government in America is 
no better than the people we elect 
to public office. Only half the peo­ 
ple of voting age vote in presiden­ 
tial elections; only 20 per cent vote 
regularly in all elections. Twenty 
per cent of the people are making 
the election decisions for the other 
Ho per cent. This is neither democ­ 
racy nor 
representative 
govern­ 
ment. Ii is a minority government 
and its continuation endangers the 
very right to vote that maintains 
all our freedoms. 
So this is a report on how the 
I ii t lo lapel tag got out the vote in 
Shreveport, La., last month. The 
story begins with the state Demo­ 
cratic prim ary, 
on 
Jan, 
15, 
at 
which time the tag wa* not used. 
In this election a heavy vote was 
forecast in Shreveport where there 
were 70 local candidates contend 
mg for posts as well as eight can­ 
didates for the governorship and a 
number running for other state of­ 
fices.

prim aries means victory in the 
general elections in heavily Demo­ 
cratic Louisiana, and this fact, too.

exist and government was paralyz­ 
ed 
by 
them. 
And 
the 
British, 
French and American governments 
were slow to understand and slow 
er to act. As usual, they were of 
divided counsel and jockeying for 
power. As has happened between 
1945 and 1948 in ( hina, so in 1917, 
some Americans favored recogniz 
ng the Bolsheviks, and Trotzky was 
actualy lin negotiation with them. 
This list of distinguished A m er­ 
icans, who put their names to the 
nonsense ot a democratic Russia 
for eight months in 1,000 years of 
history, seeks to convey the idea 
that such a statement will change 
the attitude of the Russian people 
toward us. 
Common sense, if not arithmetic, 
should tell them that the Bolshevik 
Revolution is now 35 years old; 
that any person 
today 
living 
in 
Russia who is, let us say, agd 50 
or younger, can have little m em ­ 
ory of the world that went before. 
Those who are aged 40 or young­ 
er have never been permitted to 
read a book, newspaper or m aga­ 
zine. to see a movie or to hear 
anything on the radio unless it was 
prepared 
by 
their 
government.
